Chair’s Remarks 


The Chair welcomed Dr. R. Neemeh who is replacing until 31 May 1996 Dr. T. 
Krepec as a representative on Council from the Department of Mechanical 
Engineering. 

Dr. Taddeo informed that on Friday 17 May 1996 the Vice-Rector, Academic, 


Dr. J. Lightstone met jointly with the members of the Centre for Building Studies 
and the Department of Civil Engineering. Dr. Lightstone conveyed to the

assembly his acceptance of the Dean's recommendation to the effect that Dr. P. 
Fazio’s term as Director of the Centre for Building Studies be extended by one 
year to 31 May 1997, and that he be also appointed for this period as Acting 
Chair of the Department of Civil Engineering. Dr. Fazio has also been given a 
mandate to develop a plan for the integration of the two academic units, to be 
submitted by 1 December 1996 to a committee comprising the Dean of the 
Faculty, the Vice-Rector, Academic and the heads of the Civil and Building 
Engineering Working Groups of the External Advisory Board. Calling for the 
new academic unit to formally come into existence on 1 June 1997, the plan 
would be submitted to Faculty Council and Senate for consideration and 
ratification in Winter/Spring of the coming calendar year. 


On behalf of the Faculty, Dr. Taddeo expressed gratitude for their devoted 
service to the Faculty and the University to all of the professors who recently 
chose to retire under the FALRIP programme. The ten departing faculty members 
together combine for over two hundred years of experience, and all did much to 
establish the curriculum and research profiles of the Faculty especially in the 
latter’s formative years. The Dean expressed a hope that the retiring professors 
will maintain an active association with the University. He called on Council to 
pass a motion appropriate for this occasion.

ENCS Budget/Academic Planni 


Dr. Taddeo provided an update on the current status of the University’s planning 
process. He emphasized the need for the Faculties to be fully aware of each 
other’s needs and plans before any substantive decisions are taken Tegarding 
budget allocations. The Dean gave further information on how many of the 
eligible faculty members intend to take the retirement package recently offered 
by the University (FALRIP) and explained that for the planning Process to 
achieve its stated and principled objectives, any reinstatement of vacated positions 
cannot be done on a simple pro rata basis. A brief discussion of the matter 
concluded with the following motion. 


Be it resolved that the Faculty of Engineering and Computer Science strongly re- 
commends that in the ongoing University planning exercise all Faculties should 
table their planning documents in order to achieve a level playing field in budget 
allocations, as the Faculty administration has argued for throughout this academic 
year; be it further resolved that the subsequent allocation of resources resulting 
from present retirements is conducted in the same way as that of ERIP and in 
accordance with the University-wide planning process based on the five Senate- 
approved principles.
